® Yearly: 10.4 million develop active TB
®  10% of cases in people living with HIV
® 7 countries: 64% of TB cases
®  2016: 1.7 million deaths

® Drug Resistant TB
®  85% through primary transmission

o 12 % of MDR-TB successfully complete treatment

o Elimination Strategy: Detect, Treat, Prevent, Invest

® Reduction in cases of past 30 yrs
®  Peak of 26,673 cases in 1992 to 9093 cases in 2017
®  80% of US TB cases due to reactivation of LTBI
® Advances in LTBI testing and treatment
® IGRAS
® New and shorter regimen to treat LTBI (3HP, Rifampin)
